I is understood that the expedition
will be more formidable and will con-
siet of General Hooter's Tenth division,
uselsted by General Methuen’s forces,
If the bandiul of Boera who have so
tightly tied up the place for six months
do not yield to this imposivg column
then Mafeking may well be considered
beyond relief.

The last few days bave witnessed
continuous, although not severe, fight-
ing in the vicioity of Thaba N'ohu, the
Boers, according to the British version
of it, being constantly throst back by
Geoeral French's cavalry., Their re-
treat seems to be toward Ladybrand,
which is almost due east, where they
doubtless will ofler a strong resistance.
The character oi the country along
their retreat is rugged and affords
most effective protectfon in coveriog »
retreat,

According tc Kimberley advices the
Boera in strong foroe have ocecupied
Windeorton, which is about twenty-
five miles by rail southwest of Warren
ton, the nearest point held by British
troops.
